The failure of tho proposed Con- 


ncllsrlllo coke merger, after tho pru- 
llmlunry work had been no thoroughly 
dona and valuations so equitably fixed, 
wns unfortunate for all tho Interests 
concerned and particularly so for the 
operators themselves; but so far n» 
tho tatter are concerned, this misfor- 
tune Is not HOW apparent.

Tho revival of business, nnd tho on- 


coming of a veritable coke boom, has 
brought tho cofco operators more pros- 
perity than they dreamud of extract- 
ing front the merger; and many ot 
them witnessed Its demise with feel- 
Ings of relief!
